But Pre.sident Roosevelt, Post-!

HIJICS ON THF, RO.\DSIDE 

Governor Ciirl ey proposes that lilacs be plann- 
ed along theTflWon-Prcvidence highway as a par^ 
of the roadside beautiflratinn project. It would not 
be surprising if other flowering shrubs might he 
urged in preference to lilacs, or if some plan were 
put forward that would give a succession of 
blooms throughout the Summer. But with the baric 
idea of making the highways more attractive there 
will be general approval. Highway engineers, in 
easing grades and reducing curves, find it neces- 
sary to scar the landscape. Their roads are per- 
fection, but the surroundings are often rather 
ghastly. An old country way may be grown up with 
brUKh to the very edge of the roadway, but even 
so its appearance is more pleasing than that of a 
new highway with fresh cuts and fills. The ideal 
treatment would be trees that will sometime grow 
to great size and arch the road, alternating with 
shrubs of various kinds that will ensure a succes- 
sion of blooms from .''pring to Autumn.

The 
fsct that troop movements were properly shrouded 
with great secrecy inclined people to doubt offi- 
cial denials of the story. People of the Allied coun- 
tries probably wanted to believe it because it prom- 
ised them increased man power on the western 
front, and some time elapsed before the belief in 
the Ru.ssian reinforcementa was definitely aban- 
doned.

As to how the story ever got started many ex- 
planations have been given. The latest appears in 
Sir Francis I/indley's biography of Jyird Lovat. 
who had charge of the British mobilization. Among 
the troops that moved southward through Eng- 
land was a brigade of Highlanders who spoke 
their own Gaelic and whose uniforms were unfa- 
miliar to the southerners. When asked where they 
came from they muttered Ross-shire, and were un- 
deritood to have said Russia.

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I REPUBLICANS WIN 

A Republican sw-Eep of the 
East and repudiation of the New 
Deal were seen in the early re- 
turns from yesterday's election 
results in Massachusetts, New 
York, Pennsylvania and else- 
where This had been predicted 
by Republican leaders, but results 
are better than predictions and 
the results more than confirm 
the forecasts. 

Most significant of all perhaps 
was the return of- the New York 
Assembly to the control of the 
Republicans, despite the stren- 
uous efforts of Mr. Farley and 
the President himself to rally 
the voters to the support of the 
Administration. In New York, 
Ithe Assembly, where there is now 
'a Democratic majority will be 
Republican by five or six votes 
and in addition the cities of the 
Empire State generally returned 
to the Republican column. 

Philadelphia had a mayoralty 
election and that city is restored 
to normalcy by the election of a 
Republican. 

In Massachusetts the Republi- 
can sweep is even more impres- 
sive. Party was the issue in only 
a few municipalities but where 
there was a straight party vote 
the Republicans won. The party 
won an almost unhoped for vic- 
tory in Worcester where a Demo- 
cratic majority of a year ago of 
7,200 was converted to a Repub- 
lican margin of three or four 
thousand. In that city Governor 
Curley was more the issurthan 
the'TWsrtional Administration. The 
Governor had accepted this and 
had sent his workers to the city 
in the effort to save the day, but 
it was in vain. In one or two oth- 
er Massachusetts cities where 
Curleyism was the bone of con- 
tention the results were the same. 
The turn-over is pretty likely to 
discourage the Governor from 
running again as it was said he 
had considered doing and may 
mean his passing as a political 
power in the Bay State. This Is 
as it should be, for the Governor's 
methods have not been such as 
a self-respecting state could tol- 
erate. Curley has been repudiated 
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but the turn-over In the Bay 
State cannot wholly be ascribed 
to his administration. Massachu- 
setts is against the New Deal and 
has shown it whenever the op- 
portunity has been offered. 

Kentucky, where a governor 
and one Congressman were to be 
chosen had not been heard from 
as this was written, as evidently 
it is the idea there not to count 
the votes until the day after elec- 
tion. 

In so far as the opportunity of- 
fered the East has repudiated the 
New Deal and it is apparent that 
the tremendous debts piled up by 
the Administration for people to 
pay was the paramount issue. 
Voters realize that the burden of 
the prodigal spending of the 
Roosevelt regime will be placed 
on their shoulders and that th<^y 
will be called upon to pay by 
greatly increased taxation. 

It is still to be borne in mind 
that the vote of the East will not 
be sufficient to oust the New 
Dealers, with their debts and .so- 
slalistic policies. The middle 
West must be converted. But the 
people there don't like to be 
taxed any better than they do in 
the East and there Is hope there, 
although not yet assurance.

The Republican victory in 
Worcester yesterday is a trib- 
ute to the good sense of the 
voters. A study of recent city elections inclines 
us to the belief that Worcester is no longer a 
partisan city in local politics. It is not a Repub- 
lican or a Democratic city. The balance of 
power is held by a sizable group of men and 
women who, in city affaire, have broken away 
from party ties. The development is to be re- 
garded as a definite advance, making possible 
more intelligent decisions on municipal issues. 
The Republicans won yesterday primarily be- 
cause their platform appealed, as It Inevitably 
must have appealed, to this independent element. 
It was a valid, simple, and straightforward plat- 
form—the continuance of home rule and good 
government In Worcester. 

Ordinarily that also would have been the 
Democratic platform. For example, It would 
have been the platform of Mayor Mahoney, had 
he been renominated by the Democrats. But when 
the primary of that party chose Edward J. Kel- 
ley as the mayoral nominee, it threw the tradi- 
tional platform into the discard and substituted 
in its stead a disturbing novelty — ^rule from Bos- 
ton along the now all-too-familiar Cuj]cy-Bo8ton 
lines. From the beginning these newspapers main- 
tained that this city would not accept such an I 
innovation, and the result yesterday has borne 
out our faith. 

It was unthinkable that this city of ours, de- 
voted throughout Its history to the management 
of its own affairs without outside interference, 
should suddenly change character and submit 
meekly to the rule of an absentee dictator. We 
were convinced that, however potent the magic 
of James M. Curley's name — he carried Wor- 
cester in last year's state election — Worcester 
would never stand to have him dictating from 
Boston our city government. 

And we said so Immediately after the pri- 
maries when many of the Republican leaders in 
the city, awed into the jitters by the havoc wliich 
the Boston machine, operating here in Mr. Kel- 
ley's behalf, had wrought among the hapless 
followers of Mayor Mahoney, held up their hands 
in horror at the thought of challenging such 
seemingly devastating power. "Lay off that Bos- 
ton stuff," "Go easy with Curleyism," were the 
terrified pleas. 



Happily, however, more courageous counsels 
prevailed, and the Republicans came squarely to 
grips with the Curley issue and all that it im- 
plied. The outcome is one more gratifying bit of 
evidence that the might of the Curley machine is 
waning, that the people of Massachusetts are 
speedily acquiring a wholesome aversion for the 
kind of outrageous politics Governor Curley is 
perpetrating In the State House. 

The election of Mr. Cookson, Mr. Inett and 
Mrs. Bjorkman, and of Republican majorities in 
both branches of the City Council assures to 
Worcester the continuance of home rule and good 
government. Now that the people have been 
aroused to the point of striking this signal blow 
In behalf of civic good health, it may not be too 
much to hope that they will direct their ardor 
to the revision of our antiquated city charter to 
the end that we may enjoy really efficient gov- 
ernment as well as honest and well-intentioned 
government. ^ ...... 
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/ Worrrstrr Will Govern Itself 

The Garptte offers congratulations to the 
Republican rnmpaign managers — it appears 
there wfr<» several of them -on the vigor and 
effectivenew of their efforts. Yesterday's Repub-| 
lican victory* wns an impressive achievement. The ; 
Mayoralty, both branches of the City Council, 
and the School Committee will be in Republican 
hands for the next two years. The Republicans 
saw their opportunity and made excellent use 
of It- 
Yet yesterday's result was not so much a 
Republican victory ss a Democratic defeat. The 
Democratic primairy invited disaster when it 
repudiated Mayor Mahoney and took Representa- 
tive Kelley as the nominee for Mayor. Thus the 
Democrats not only threw away their one sub- 
stantial jfround for appealing successfully to the 
electorate but they also injected into the contest 
an issue which was bound to challenge the civic 
pride of this community — the issue of outside 
domination as against home rule. Today they 
can count up the consequences of their folly. 
From a party quite notably on the make in 
Worcester, with every prospect of increasing

their Btrtngth, they have been reduced practical- 1 
ly to a casualty list. And they did it themselves. ' 
That Is the point for them to ponder. 

Yesterday's outcome can be interpreted in no 
other way than an emphatic setback for Curley- 
isra. That was the one conspicuous issue 
throughout the campaign. Mr. Kelley entered 
the battle, back in the Democratic primary, as 
the proud lieutenant of the Governor, and in that 
role and with the very material aid of the Boston 
organization vanquished Mr. Mahoney. It was an 
empty triumph. 

No self-respecting community could view 
such a threat of outside domination without re- 
sentment, and resentment was duly registered 
in Worcester, Mr. Kelley himself and his board 
of strategy early sensed the unfavorable re- 
action, but, try ns they might to explain away 
the connection with the Cudfiy-Boston machine, 
they could not shake themselves loose. Yester- 
day's figures tell the story eloquently. The size 
of the vote, the largest on record in a city elec- 
tion, indicates how deeply Worcester was stirred. 
All this, to be sure, is water over the dam. 
But It is worth remembering for the lesson it 
teaches. Worcester will not stand to be made a 
satrapy of a political empire ruled from without. 
Accustomed from the start to governing itself, 
it still insists upon the right to govern itself. 
We believe— and certainly we hope— that it wUl 
always insist upon governing itself. 

Mr. Cookson, when he is inaugurated Mayor I 
next January, will have available every essential j 
to make his administration a success. His party j 
will control the Board of Aldermen and the Com- j 
mon Council. He will have the goodwill of his 
fellow-citizens. When he assumes the Mayor's 
chair, it will be up to Mr. Cookson, and to Mr. 
Cookson alone, to make or to break. 

Our best wishes go to Mr. Cookson, Mr. 
Inett, Mrs. Bjorkman and all the others who 
were' successful in this hard fought campaign 
and who, beginning with the inauguration in 
January, become a part of the Worcester city 
government. 
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Re[ml)licans Are Coiuinjj Bark 

In the thirteen cities of Massachusetts hole 
ing municipal elections yesterday, the Republ 
cans registered an emphatic victory in a m? 
jority of the conte.sts. With the exception r 
three or four recognized Democratic .strong 
holds. Republicans were chosen wherever 1h 
party lines were clearly drawn. The meanin 
of these results cannot possibly be mistaken. 

Where the voters had a fair chance to met 
the issue of Car^ le^i sm. tliey expressed thei 
opinion in most vigorous fashion. This assertio 
of political strength cannot be lost upon thos 
Republican office holders who have been listen 
ing too complacently to the appeals of the Gov 
ernor. The Republican party hereabouts is re 
gaining its lost vigor and aggressiveness. 

Elsewhere in the East the .same change i 
indicated. In New York State the New Deal wa 
given a straight political test in the election o 
150 members of the A.s.sembly. Republicans pu 
the issue into the campaign from the start, am 
voters were not allowed to lose sight of it. Th. 
result was to change a Democratic majority o! 
four into a Republican majority of fourteen. 

That was a return toward the normal polit.i 
cal condition in the lower branch of (he Legis- 
lature, though the Republican majority is not 
yet what it has been in former vcars. A generou= 
sprinkling of New York cities also turned to 
the Republicans in their mayorality elections. 

New Jersey showed an emphatic Republican 
recovery m its election of members to the state 
legislature.

Motorists friim various points who have 
occasion to use tlin fiiio four lane express 
highwaj- betwoeii^Providcnce and Rostnn. 
the Greater Boston end of which has just . 
been opened to tratTic, have foinid that tiicv 
can travel M'ith pleasure, speed and safety 
over such highways. At the same time, 
they recognize as both distasteful and pos- 
sibly unhealthy the olmoxious funics which 
they are olilig-ed to ir.liale at times as they 
.2;et behind some oil-burninc; pleasure car or 
a heavily laborini; truck wjiicii couirhs, 
spits and backfires and produces clouds of 
stinking fumes. But all of these smells are 
to be eliminated — at least in the glorious 
spring season of the year — if Governor 
James M. Curlcy of the neighboring State 
of Masj^WWlWls has his Avay. 

Governor Curley, again on the job, af- 
ter another of his frecpient jaunts in and 
about, as well as outside the borders of his 
State aii<l Nation, frequently has some am- 
bitious plans, some of whicJi are carried 
out witli success. His latest proposal is an 
avenue of lilacs between Boston and the 
Ehode Island Slate line on this express 
highway. He would, under a ten million 
roadside beautification project throughout 
his State, plant so many lilacs along that 
much traveled highway that billboanls and 
hot dog stands and the like would be hid- 
den from view and nothing but the sweet 
essence of lilac woidd ])ermeatc the air in 
the spring of the yeai'. 

This surely is an ambit imis i)lan. Lilacs 
are good to look at andsweet to smell, but 
the life of the average lilac blossom is com- 
paratively brief, which mean- that motoi-- 
ists, after inhaling the perfume of lilacs for 
a few weeks would be obliged to again 
breallie in odors of gasoline, oil and carbon 
monoxide for the remainder of tire year. 

One is inclined to believe that a better 
plan — one more lasting — would be banks of 
creeping loses such as are to be found in 
many sti'etclies in Connecticut, especially 
along the highway betweeji Manchester 
and Hartford, which attract consider- 
able attention and cause nuich favorable, 
comment each summer. 



Higliway beautitication is desirable 
from a great many viewpoint:^ It is a mat 
ter which is being given considernble at- 
tention m New Knerland States in recent 
years and is one which is being furthered 
with success along Rhode Island highwav ~. 

Air conditioning of highwavs, such as 
Governor Curley propr.ses for the Boston- 
Providence post road, by tlio use of lilacs 
is a splendid one, but not sut'ticiently last- 
ing. Until such time as ■'.eaiititicatioi! 
plans progress fiwther it may be well to 
leave the air conditi<uiing phms in abe\ - 
ance, but we have no doubt the time will 
lome when motorists will demand that thev 
be permitted to travel over all highways 
without being nauseated by the fumes sriv- 
en forth by cars ahead of them or bv pass- 
ing vehicles. Possibly Governor Curley ',s 
plan is a good one for a starter, but we 
must look to the future and see to it that 
when the highways are beautified tliey arc, 
at some later date, air conditioned 24 hours 
R day 52 weeks in the year, not alone in 
the springtime.

Blooded Cattle 

"Not exactly an enclosure, 
because the animals aren't 
closed in and there are no 
bars between you and the ani- 
mals. It appears as thouRh 
they are roaminjr freely 
around— and there are sipns 
which read, 'Unsafe for 
Pedestrians.' 

"But unfortunately, there 
IS protection in the form of 
a guUey which the animals 
have discovered is too wide 
for them to jump over. 

"The first group of animals 
is made up of blooded cattle 
and deer and sheep. In the 



house, there arc more animals 
— panthers and leopard.s. I 
think — but these arc enclosed 
with bars. 

"Mr. Hearst's castle is 
about in the center of the :?0 
square miles which the ranch 
covers, and the guest houses 
surround it. 

"Soon after you arrive, you 
realize that here is every 
facility for entertaining 
guests; every sort of diver- 
sion you could think of. Ten- 
nis, golf, swimming, motor- 
ing, flying. 

"The swimming pool, for 
one thing:, is a marvel of 
beauty. It's a reproduction of 
an ancient Roman pool, and 
there's an intricate arrange- 
ment of lights that colors the 
water in rainbow shades. 

Vast Museum 



"As for the works of art- 
it would take weeks to see and 
appreciate them all. To wan- 
der around and look at them 
is like going through a com- 
pilation of all the museums 
of the world. 

"I believe Mr. Hearst has 
the most beautiful collection 
of pictures outside of the 
Metropolitan museum. 

"And you could spend days 
just going through rooms and 
admiring them. Each one is 
either an original or a repro- 
duction of some famous room 
out of history. 

"From the steus of the 
ca.<lle. you are able to look 
down on Mr. Hearst's private 
landing field where he keeps 
his huge plane, ready to take 
off at a moment's notice.

Both candidates rushed to the 
election commissioner'n office in 
Central square, where a crowd of 
more than 2000 persona had gath- 
eied. 

When the official results— 18,143 
votes for Lynch as against 17,876 
for Lyons — the defeated candidate 
telephoned Governor Curley and 
obtained the state police guard 
over the ballots, declaring that he 
will seek a recount.

Gov Curley Calls for Home, 
School Programs 

Exercises In schools and homes 
were requested yesterday in a proc- 
lamation by Gov Curley setting 
aside next week as American Edu- 
cation Week, which will be ob- 
' served throughout the country. The 
I proclamation said: 
! "The schools of Massachusetts 
have been established by the people 
in order that there may be assured 
to the Commonwealth and to the na- 
tion a citizenship well fitted to dis- 
charge adequately the responsibili- 
ties that are an inherent part of 
democratic government. It is most 
essential to the future welfare of the 
republic that the schools shall not 
only help our youth to acquire wis- 
dom, but that they shall also develop 
within Ihem complete loyalty to the 
ideals and Institutions of the United 
States of America. 

"Massachusetts was one of the first 
states to establish a free school and 
its people have a right to be proud 
of a school system which, for three 
centuries, has reflected their devotion 
to the cause of education. The high- 
est efTiciency of the schools will be 
promoted only through the continued 
i interest of parents and citizens, and 
lit is a solemn responsibility that 
[rests upon all our people to give 
serious thought and study to every 
proposal tliat promises better educa- 
tion for the youth of our land. 

"Therefore, in order that we may 
focus our att-^nlion upon the inter- 
ests and problems of our schools, I 
call to the attention of the citizens 
of the Commonwealth the occurrence 
of the 15th annual American' Edu- 
cation Week which will be ob.servcd 
throughout the nation from Nov 11 
to 17. 

"Chapter 96 of the Acts of lOS,")
